Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer moving imahe file is a copy of a sexually explicit Japanese adult DVD. It contains 
a drawn-out scene that presents little else but 27 men ejaculating over a woman's face. The scene 
has been contrived to offer male viewers sexual gratification from watching a spectacle that 
degrades, dehumanises and demeans the woman participant and women more generally to an 
extreme degree. This makes its availability likely to be injurious to the public good, and it is 
therefore classified as objectionable. 





The Office of Film and Literature Classification has considered the effects of the New Zealnd 
Bill of Rights Act 1990 on the application of the classification criteria elsewhere in these reasons. 
The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is an 
outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention of limiting the availability of publications 
that present highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct in a manner that is 
likely to be injurious to the public good.
